just lost several head. A few minutes 
later two young men direct from Sump- 
tor valley, John Duckworth and Frank 
Lentz by name, arrived and continued 
the above reports, and gave in addition 
the sad intelligence that the dead hotly 
of Louis Rivers had been found about 
a mile from bis house perforated with 
bullets, and also that his saddle horse 
lay dead about thirty yards off also 
shot several limes. The parties bring- 
ing the news notitied Sherifl Dcaly 
who at once made preparations for 
starting out on the trail of the mur- 
derers. Assistance was readily given 
by many of our citizens and soon an es- 
cort of about "JO men, in saddle, and 
well armed left the city in hot haste 
for the murderous vidians. So much 
excitement was manifested by every one 
that it was extremely hard for the re- 
porter to ascertain a correct account of 
the affair, but we will give the facts as 
presented: 

It appears that whoever the thieves 
are they tirst took a bund of about ten 
head of work horses belonging to Wm. 
Busby, in this valley, and heading 
southward passed over the hills just 
sojjth of this city, taking in the upper 
Powder river range and gathering 
horses as they passed along, and killed 
one of the Busby horses on French 
gulch; thence they passed by Auburn 
and Britten's station, keeping the hills 
on the edge of Sumter valley. Sunday 
afternoon Louis Hi vers and E. A. Al- 
len, two stockraisers of the valley, went 
out in search of their horses, as they 
are accustomed to, and on their return 
homo it is supposed they came in con- 
tact with the thieves about one half- 
mile north of the Duckworth ranch. 
Parties living at Duckworth's say that 
in the evening they heard about twelve 
reports of a gun, but supposed some one 
was out hunting, and thoy paid no 
more attention to the shots. Monday 
morning, early, the riderless horse of 
Allen appeared at the ranch, shot in 
the body several times, and about one- 
half hour later died. Parties at the 
ranch at once went out in search of 
Bivers and Allen, and in a short time 
came upon the lifeless form of Bivers 
and also that of his horse; search for 
Allen was made in every direction, but 
at this writing he has not been found. 
J.t is supposed that he, too, is murdered. 

The posse organized here and now 
Op the trail of the murderers, will in 
all probability overtake them, and in 
such a case, they should be hung up to 
the first tree. 

Louis Rivers, the man killed, is an 
old resident of this county, having 
come here in 1 802.

Portsmouth jury man has invented 
an ingenious method for tormenting 
medical witnesses. At that town, tho 
other day, an inquest was held on an 
old woman who bad been attended !>v 
Dr. Way, and in the course of the pro- 
ceedings a sample of the medicine he 
hud precribed was produced, and hand- 
ed to the jury for- inspection. One of 
them valorously tasted it, and then re- 
marked tliut "he did not like it, and it 
might be poison for all he knew." It 
was in vain that the coroner protested 
that doctors do not, as a rule, .send out 
poison for medicine; the jury was inex- 
orable, and insisted that the unhappy 
doctor should swallow his own nostrum 
then and there as a proof of its harm 
lessneas. The medical man, as in dutv 
bound, said he was perfectly willing to 
do so, but pleaded that at present he 
would rather not, as he had not yet 
had his dinner. After a long argument 
the juryman yielded to the persuasion 
of the coroner and his colleagues, and 
withdrew the alarming demand. But 
if the doctors are liable to be culled 
upon without notice to .swallow their | 
own prescriptions a new terror will be 
added to their lives. At the same time 
I am not prepared to say that an oc- 
casional ordeal of this nature would 
not redound to the benelit of their 
patients, — London paper.

"BRITAIN NOT ENGLAND." 

Rev. J. Macrae, tho tho eminent Scotch 
divine, is disgusted with the gruwiug prac- 
tice of using the terms "Eugland" and 
•'English" instead of "ISritaiu" and "Kiit- 
wli" which he declared at a recent public 
meeting in Dundee is a direct violation of 
the treaty of union with England, the first 
article of which provides "that the two 
kingdoms of Scotland and England shall, 
upon the ttrst day of May next ensuing the 
date hereof, and for over after, be united 
into olio kingdom by the name of Groat 
Britain." There was uo longer to be an 
English parliament and u Scotch parliament, 
but one British parliament. In the treaty 
of union with Ireland also the adjective ap- 
plied to the whole three kingdoms in their 
union is "British"— never "English." 
England and Scotland formed "Britannia 
magna" and Ireland "Britannia parva. " 
The union, therefore, was a union of both 
BlituiiiH into one, and the treaty of union 
with Ireland expressly uses tho adjective 
"British" throughout. The rev. gentle- 
man continued that the public now rend of 
the English Meet, the KngliHh premier, the 
English government, Kuglinh policy and k <i 
forth, as if Scotland were a mere English 
country and Ireland util worth considering. 
After the battles in Egypt, where the Scot- 
tish and Irish troops had the heaviest part 
of the lighting, what does the commander 
do? He compliments his troops on main- 
taining the honor of England. For the last 
mouth you could hardly take up a papor 
without seeing headings, "England and 
Russia, " and references to the impending 
war between "Eugland and Itnssia." If 
the question is one between Eugland and 
Russia no one in Scotland should have any 
thing to do with it. ' ' Hut had there 
been war Scotland and Ireland would have 
had to pay their full share of the cost; Irish 
and Scottish regiments have had their lull 
shale of the lighting; and the victories 
would have been ('ailed "English victories;" 
aud we should have been complimented 
onue more on maintaining "the honor of 
England." Hut if there had been defeats, 
they would have been called "British defeats" 
"1 cannot believe," coutinucd Mr. Ma- 
crae, "that the English people and the 
Anglofied Scotchmen who speak and write 
thus know or believe what mischief they 
are doing. They either do not believe 
that Scotchmen and Irishmen h ive na 
ttonal feelings and se'f respect, and senti- 
ments of national honor and pride as 
Englishmen, or else they have little idea 
of the vast power of the forces they are 
tritliug with and insulting. Yet look at 
Ireland. In spite of all recent legislation 
it lias taken an army of police aud sol- 
diers to keep her from breaking into open 
rebellion. And why! Because by u long 
courae of tyranny and oppression, which 
let us hope is about over, and by a longer 
course of intolerance and ins< 1 nee, which 
is still continued, Irish national feeling 
has boon exasperated to the last degree. 
And so Ireland, winch might have been a 
pillar of strength to the empire, is not on- 
ly a weakness, but a source of constant 
difficulty and peril. And to my mind, if 
the Irish people had been submissive and 
content under the treatment they have so 
long received, they would be less worthy 
of respect than they are. Irishmen are 
disloyal because they have national feel- 
ings as keen and sensitive as Englishmen 
have, and because these feelings, instead 
of being considered and treated with res- 
pect, have been despised and outraged. 
There is not a true Scotchmen and a true 
Englishman either but would be i rebel 
to-day if he had been treated as the Irish 
have been treated for generations. * 
***** We shall in a 
fow months now have multitudes of the 
Scottish people who never had votes be- 
fore electing members to parliament. Let 
them tackle every candidate with this 
question, and let them send up members 
pledged to the assertion of Scottish rights, 
pledged to call attention to the present 
insult to Scotland if it be ollored, and 
have it stopped and in the meantime en- 
courage the newspapers that are doing 
justice and respecting public sentiment in 
this matter; and at public meetings, if 
any man gets up — even if lie be a cabinet 
minister, poet, historian, or lecturer— and 
insults our nation by speaking of the em- 
pire as England, and imperial n (lairs as 
English, stop him, and interrupt him 
again and again till he learns the lessen 
that Scotland is not a part uf England, 
that wo are Britons not Englishmen, that 
whilo loyal British subjects we owe no 
loyalty to England, never did, and never 
will."

The 
object uf the gadfly':, creatl >u would up- 
pear to be to deprive the patient ox of his 
senses; and the fact that the I'lines, by ;

have a mission. Ii is difficult, 
to be pal lent when one has been ma- 
liciously libeled and insulted; and it is 
not a matter for surprise lo anyone out- 
Bide of the Times oftije thai ,dr Hay- 
ward and uthei t i u- 1 . . - ion ,-. leoented the 
assertion of Mr. Fell thai they are 
"scamps and villains." The Times last 
evening tries to palliate Mr. Fell's < lie use ! 
by the statement that las attack on ihe I 
board and Mr. Uiyward was called fori Ii 
by articles in The Culunid. Admitting 
this flimsy and untruthful excuse to be u 
fact, what responsibility can possibly 
attach to the members of ihe board m 
general and Mr. Hay ward in particular 
for what appeared in this journal ( None, 
whatever. No member of the beard read, 
saw or knew of (he existence of the ar- 
ticles before they came into print. There- 
fore, the assault was wh >lly unprovoked, 
and cannot be condoned by tho sophistry 
of tho Times. Further, I here was nothing 
in the first article in The CuloniM to 
excite the ire of any well-balanced per- 
son. It was a calm review and contra- 
diction of certain statements made by Mr. 
Fell at the last monthly meeting and a 
mild chastisement uf that indiscreet mem- 
ber for dragging politics into educational 
matters. Mr. Fell, iu "reply," assumed 
tlie air and words of a desperado and 
called his fellow-members "villains and 
BCamps.'' The Times thinks that the 
board should have allowed this onslaught 
to pass unrebuked and thus tacitly ad- 
mitted its truth.

Anti-Chinese Meeting. 

Harmony Hall was tilled last night by 
workingmeu assembled to discuss the 
Chinese question. The chairman, Mr. 
W. A. Robertson, opened the meeting 
with a short speech, aud was followed hy 
Mr. J. Al. Duval, who moved that in view 
of Mr. AI. VV. T. Drake having first 
helped to pass the Chinese regulation act 
and next having accepted a retainer to 
defend Chinese who refused tu pay the 
ln.\. imposed thereunder, he be requested 
to immediately resign his position in the 
local house. Seconded by Mr. VV. Tier- 
n ey. 

He was followed by a gentleman who 
prefaced his remarks by a statement that 
he came from Quebec. It was sunn no- 
ticed that he was slightly under the 
weather, and having inveighed against 
what he called the local "represhenta- 
tives," his utterance became more and 
more confusod, until he was unanimously 
requested tu sit down. 

Air. Cornelius Booth having delivered 
a stronuly ami Chinese oration which was 
loudly applauded, the resolution was put 
and carried, the "gentleman from Quebec" 
alone voting in the negative. 

Air. Powell took occasion to contradict 
the malicious stigma that the chief mov- 
cra in the union were imbued with politi- 
cal motives . 

Air West aaid that as a working man 
his motives lor joining the union were the 
removal of an element in the people's 
midst that was harmful to their present 
and destructive to their future welfare. 
(Cheers.) The evidence contained in the 
Chinese commission tint the Chinese as a 
race were preferable to the Anglo Saxon 
waa a Blunder that would one day be 
burled back m I he teeth 
had so deposed.

Mr. VVilby aaid that the wdiite man while 
prepared to grapple with honest competi- 
tion could not hold his own against sla 
very, such aa nbtaincd am >ng the Chi- 
nese. The latter would never assimilate 
with the whites; and he for one never 
wished to assimilate with them. He 
moved a vote of thanks to the organizer* 
of tho union. 

Mr. Dougherty said he was a ho 1 carrier 
the other night," but he proposed to be a 
soldier I hat night, lie excited some amuse 
nient by repeating a remark he had over- 
heard from a lady to the effect' that she had 
a beautiful little China boy. If, he said, ladies 
instead of organizing to light in a probable 
war between England and Russia would 
only combine to light the Chinaman — drive 
him from the eook-honse and wash-house 
they would do far more good to their race 
with more lasting benefit. His manner was 
so energetic, that while it conveyed convic- 
tion, it gave rise tu certain laughter from the 
vehemence of its delivery He concluded 
by saying that he was prepared to take up 
his gun and bayonet to help drive out the 
Chinaman.

iVlr. T. Davie (who waa loudly cheered) 
took occasion to illustrate the necessity 
(which had boi n denied) of hav ing lawyers 
as representatives in the local house. Tho 
people's only hope, at least at present, 
was in the local house, representation in 
the Dominion being loo limited. The 
object of the Chinese commission had 
been fulfilled— its only purport being to 
obtain a favorable report upon the Chi- 
nese. The public should yield local mem- 
bers a hearty support, inasmuch as the 
number of restrictive measures passed, 
proved their sincerity. They had passed 
laws which had been disallowed, not for 
being unconstitutional, but the contrary. 
(Applause )

Edwards, Cnnnell, Itodeley, representing 
the people of Kamloops vs. The Canadian 
Pacific. Railway. 

Air. Theo. Davie, representing the plaiu- 
tiffs, applied for an injunction to restrain 
defendants from carrying their line of rail- 
way through the street of Kamloops, as the 
street would be rendered dangerous thereby. 

The Chief Justice refused to issue the in- 
junction ou tho promise of the company 
that they would provide special facilities to 
the people of Kamloops to commence in- 
dividual actions against the company to 
receive damages. 

Costs were given against the company. 

Air. Theo. Davie for plaintiffs; Air. Drako 
for defendants. 

Li bel Suit Decided. —The action of 
O'Connor vs. Patrick, editor of the Taco- 
ma News, was tried at Taooma on the 3d. 
The alleged libel grew out of the city 
election campaign in May, 1884, in which 
O'Connor, Dennis N. Nerney, Stauder- 
wick, city editor of the Ladger, and oth- 
ers figured as organizers of a working- 
men's union. The News called O'Connor 
a worthless scoundrel, jail bird, escaped 
criminal. It was shown in evidence that 
O'Connor had been in Victoria jail for 
drunk and disorderly conduct, and is 
wanted here fur assisting a marine tu de- 
sert from a ship of war. Plaintiff's coun- 
sel rested their case mainly on O'Connor's 
testimony. Defense put in depositions 
of the Victoria police as to O'Connor's 
career here, and called F. C. Montgomery, 
Marshal Fulmer and John R dph, who 
declared plaintiff's reputation bad. The 
jury found for the defendant.

The Aiiglo-Iiiissinu Agreement. 

Vienna, May 11. — The supposed terms 
I he Anglo Russian agreement are genur- 
erally discussed here, and I he newspapers 
continue to write in no complimentary 
strain of the English g.ivei ninent. 

The Tagblatt calls Air. Gladstone the 
worst enemy of the British empire, and 
prophesies endless trouble lor England 
from the fermentation which ia likely to 
be sunn witnessed among the Mussulman 
population of 1 ndia. 

The None Freio Presse observes that 
prestige is of vital importance to an em 
piro having such widely -scattered and ill- 
protected dependencies us England; but 
it asks what prestige remains to a conn 
try which flees from the S ,udiiu before 
the Alahdi, and retreats on the Afghan 
frontier before Ivomuruff. Mr. Gladstone 
and hia supporters may persuade them- 
selves that the power and dignity of Eng- 
land have Inal limiting in their hands, 
but unless they impressed the same con- 
viction on the hundreds of millions of 
aliens living under British nile, they will 
find il a costly affair in maintain their 
hold over these people, who, while they 
thought England invincible, could be 
managed with so little trouble. 

The St. Petersburg Herald, a German 
newspaper which is published in Russia, 
but bus some circulation in this country, 
devotes an article tu computing the oust 
of the war scare to Europe. It lays tho 
whole blame of the late perturbation on 
Mr. Gladstone, who, it says, raised war 
alarms without ever intending to fight, 
and it concludes: — 

"Ecery country is now increasing its 
armaments, and peaceful p ogiess of evuiy 
kind will ho checked in order that govern- 
ments may have money to spend on guns 
and ships. Schools must suffer, scientific 
enterprises must be stinted of funds, and 
public works necessary for the health or 
well-being of the peoples must be post- 
p .lied because an idle quarrel has been 
st rred up by a ministry which, after put- 
ting forth absurd demands, has finally re - 
cognized that there was little to aak, and 
c rtainly nothing for which to tight.'' 

Tho Presse, on tho other hand, says 
that, England having offered peace, it 
will be fur Russia to show now that she 
appreciates the boon. Russia, adds the 
writer, has had a lucKy escape. The next 
time she angers England she may have lo 
deal with a minister who will not go 
against her single-han led. 

She Heeded IVoi the Warning, 

Her mother told her not to marry un- 
til she thought she was able to support 
her husband. But she heeded not her 
gentle mother's warning.

about 10 o'clock, cursed her fur making a 
noise, and wanted to know why there waa 
no beefsteak and eggs on the table, and 
why she had not pawned her watch (it was 
her dying mother's gift) in order tu give 
inn whisky money. And when, after 
three years of this, she left him and went 
to work ns a sewing girl, people spoke of 
the depravity of a woman who had left her 
husband. 

Mu Ashmead-Bartlktt on India. — A 
pamphlet by Air. E. Ashmead- Bartlelt, 
.VI. P., will be issued from the press to- 
day, entitled "Shall England Keep In- 
dia f" In this tnochiire, the member for 
Eye starts from what he calls three ele- 
mentary facts— (1) that Russia means tu 
have India if, and whenever, she can got 
.t; (2) that India can only be safeguarded 
by British bayonets, backed up and di- 
rected by a vigilant and resolute states- 
manship; and (3) that the further the 
Russian frontier is kept from the Indus 
the more secure will our Indian empire 
be and the less troublesome and danger- 
ous the political pressure that the Russian 
government can exert upon England. He 
then sets himself to support these propo- 
sitions by reviewing the whole history of 
Russian conquest in Central Asia down to 
the present lime; and, while exposing the 
crookedness of Russian diplomacy and 
action in this direction, strongly con- 
demns the policy which has within four 
years allowed the armies of the czar to 
comu over 700 miles ou the road to Herat 
and placed the important position of 
Herat within their grasp. The pamphlet 
is illustrated with special maps.

A I STRIA. 
Vienna, June 5 -Yesterday Sir Peter 
•Lumsdon arrived here and proceeded on 
his journey tu Lurdm>, On being inter- 
viewed he said Col Alikhunoff had openly 
boasted tu the Afghans that Russia would 
take Herat and a great ileal mure. Sir 
Peter said Russia would never have urged 
her absurd demands if she had believed 
England waa in earnest in resisting them. 

INDIA. 

London, J iiue 5.— Official dispatches 
from Scrinague gives the number of kill- 
ed and wounded by (he earthquake there 
last Sunday and Monday as follows: 
Killed, 87;' wounded, 100. Official re- 
ports have nut. been received yot from 
other points in Vale of Cashmere, affected 
by earthquake shocks. Until these come 
to hand the full extent of the calamity 
cannot be known. Unofficial reports, 
however, are of such an alarming characr 
ler as to make it more than likely that 
ihe earthquake proves to be even more 
disastrous in its effect than the first dis- 
patches stated Whole cities and towns 
in tho Yale are spoken of as destroyed. 
Absence of definite news is attributed to 
the demolition of the telesjraph lines. In 
the general u re-. k and chaos in conso- 
quenco of the magnitude of the calamity, 
the numbered of the killed and wounded 
is left for imagination.

Disraeli on a Spree. 

The following extract from "Home 
Letters" written by the late earl Bea- 
constield in 1830 and 1831, shows how 
the future prime minister of England 
caroused witli a Turkish bey on the 
top of Mount Pindus: 

"Two hours before sunset, having 
completed only half our course in spite 
of all our exertions, we found our- 
selves at a vast but dilapidated khan 
as big as a (Jothic castle, situated on a 
high range, and built as a sort of half- 
way house for travelers by Ali Pacha 
when his long, aracious, and unmolest- 
ed reign had permitted him to turn 
this unrivaled country, which combin-' 
es all the excellences of Southern Eu- 
rope and Western Asia, to some of the 
purposes for which it is fitted. This 
khan had now been turned into a ruili 
tary post; and here we found a young 
bey, to whom Kho bad given us a let- 
ter in case of our stopping for an hour. 
He was a man of very pleasing exteri- 
or, but unluckily could not understand 
Giovanni's Greek, and had no interpre- 
ter. The whole party were ravenous, 
but knew not how to make their wants 
known. So we smoked. It is a great 
resource, but this wore out, and it was 
so ludicrous, smoking and looking at 
each Other, and dying to talk, and then 
exchanging pipes by the way of com 
pliment, and then pressing our hand to 
our heart by the way of thanks. They 
bey sat in a corner, 1 unfortunately 
next, so I had the onus of mute atten- 
tion; and (Jlay sat next to me, so he 
and M. could at least have an occasion- 
al joke, though, of course we were too 
well bred to exceed an occasional and 
irresistible observation. Clay wanted 
to play ecrole, and with a grave face, 
as if we were at our devotions; but 
just as we were about commencing 
it occurred to us that we had some 
brandy, and that we would offe r our 
hont a glass, as it ini^lu he a hint for 
what should follow uj so vehement a 
sell naps.

Respecting the Fire Iimits, Wooden 
Buildings, and the Storage of hay 
and Straw. 

N AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
inj,' Hy-Lawa bo it unacted by the 
Mayor and Council of Che Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria as follows: 

1. Section "J of "The By-Law for Pro- 
hibiting the Erection of Wooden lauild- 
inya, 1879, Amendment By-Law 1883" is 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof tho 
following substituted : 

"2. That portion of the City of Vic- 
toria which is contained within the limits 
hereinafter described, namely — comment 1 
iny at the northwest corner of lot 127, 
ihunce running easterly along the north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Store 
street, thence easterly across Store street 
iu a straight lino to the centre of Kts- 
gard street, thence easterly along the 
centre of Fisgard street to tho centre of 
Douglas street, thence southerly along the 
centre of Douglas street to the centre of 
Courtenay street, thence along tho centre 
of Courtenay street to tho northeast cor- 
ner lot 8, thence along the northern b"itn- 
dary of lot 8 to the shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thenco along the shore line of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the point of commence- 
ment, — is heteby declared to be within 
the Fire Limits of the said city." 

No addition to or alteration of any 
wooden building within the said tire lim- 
its shall be made. 

3. No building other than with main 
walls of brick, iron or stone, and rooting 
of incombustible material, shall be erected 
or placed within the said tire limits. 

•1. It shall bo lawful for the Mayor and 
Council of the said city to authorize by 
resolution any oflicer therein nainetl to 
pull down or remove any building which 
shall have been constructed or placed in 
contravention of this Bylaw; and all ex- 
penses reasonably incurred in pulling 
down or removing any such building shall 
be repaid by the owner or owners there- 
of to the treasurer of the said Corporation, 
and shall be. recoverable with costs in a 
summary manner before the 1'olico Mag- 
istrate or any other Justice of the Heaco 
having jurisdiction within the said city. 

5. In this Bylaw the word "building" 
shall not apply to any shed within the 
curtilage of another building and used 
exclusively for the storn^'o of fuel for con- 
sumption in such other building, such 
shed not exceeding ten feet by twelve 
| feet in superficial linear measure and ten 
| feet iu height, nor shall it apply to any 
shed erected or to be erected wholly on or 
over the wooden piles of a wharf on the 
water front ; but noshed shall hereafter 
be erected on any wljtirf within tho said 
tire limits other than with rooting of in- 
combustible material. 

The quantity of hay or s^raw or hay 
and straw permitt. d to lie stored or kept 
for sale or use in any building within the 
fire limits shall not exceed the following, 
namely : 

For every Livery or Hack Stable, 15 
tons. 

For storage or sale, 15 tons. 
For private consumption, 2 tons. 
7. Every Bylaw or portion of a Bylaw 
which is inconsistent with any provision 
of this Bylaw is hereby repealed. 

8 This Bylaw 1 may be cited as the 
"Fire Limits and Wooden Building By- 
! Law, 1885 "

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
ami Council of tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria as follows :
